House of Representatives delivered a most

“In the whole history of the world it may 
“be doubted whether any man can be found 
“who has exerted a more controlling influ 
‘euce over men and over ovents than George

that magic power, that majestic authority, 
over the minds and hearts of his countrymen 
and of mankind? In what did the power of 
Washington consist?” ; aie

wit or, glowing rhetoric—notthe power of

ing orce. | His incorruptible honesty, his 
‘Uncompromising truth, bis devout reliance

ents which, blending harmoniously with so- 
Jid information snd sound judyment, and a 
valor oly: equalled by his modesty, made up 
character to which the world may be fear- 
lessly challenged for a parallel.

neck of the balloon. So completely was 
the upper part torn to peices, that large’ 
pieces, that large pieces of silk blew away, 
and theremnainder hung down even below 
the car. When she had fullen this distance, 
turned inside out, and catching against the 
net work, formed a parachute, which bore 
her safe to the ground. She came down in 
an open field, and so lightly did the car 
strike the earth, that she says there was not 
the slightest jar. Her presence of mind 
wosextraordinary. After this fearful fall, 
and when the balloon was still descending 
with terrific velocity, she threw out her sand 
bags and anchor, and then with the utmost 
calmness commenced singing ahymn, She 
alighted about four miles from this place

An Old Locomotive. 


Quite a curiosity was exhibited at Cleve- 
Jand, a few days azo, in the shape of an old 
locomotive lately purchased for the sum of 
five hundred and fifty dollars, for the Carroll 
Branch Railroad, which extends from Car- 
rolltonto Oneida onthe Bayard Branch of 
Cleveland and Piltshurzh road, a distance of 
ten and ahalf miles. This locomotive was) 
originally purchased in England for six 
thousand dallare by Messrs. Rogers, Ket- 
chum & Grosvenor, of Patterson, New Jer- 
sey, and used by them as apattera. A bio- 
graphy of the lncomativeis posted on the | 
Engineer’s house of the engine, and is as 
follows: 


“The Pioneer Locomotive of the United Sta- 
tes! here she is! The McNeill.” 


try from Liverpool, 
Engine,” and was regarded as the ne plus 
ultra of the age, both in style and in strength. 
After being used as a pattern for the first 
locomotives built inthe United States, she 
commenced running on the Patterson and 
Hudson river Railroad, between Jersey City 
and Patterson, in the year 1528. For some 
time hundreds and thousand came a great 
distance to see her, by whom she was regar- 
ded asthe greatest wonder of the times. 
For years past she has heen a wonder too, 
“not because of heauty or strength, but he- 
cause she was the pioneer of Locomotives. 
Although entitled to a discharge from labor, 
she is stillto be emploved on a new road in 
Ohio. Asshe commenced running upon 
the shore ofthe AUlantic, it 1s hoped she will 
not retire until she has reached the shore of 
the Pacific! Her history and our progress 
are intimately connected,”

From Washington. 


February 5,--On Saturday last the Secre- 
tary ofthe [nterior sent into Congress, in 
compliance with a resolution ealling for it, sll 
the correspondence and information in his 
office touching be fraudulent transactions of 
Government officers now stationed of ems 
ployed in Kansas Territory. Tt. disclores 
the fret that every army officer (save one, 
stationed at Fort) Leavenwerth,  incloding 
Major Ogden, Major Maclin, Capt Hunt, 
Lientenant Brown, and a number of pri- 
vates, have been engaged in appropriating to 
themselves the lands belonging to the Dela- 
ware Indians, in violation of low and treaty 
stipulations. Thia charge is made upon the 
‘personal knowledge” of the Cominisioner 
of Indinn Affvirs, 

The view taken of these swindling trens- 
actions by the officers themselves, is thoes 
expressed hy Mojor Ouden ta a ecommunica- 
tion published in the Weston Reporters “IE 
would observe that persons inthe Govern- 
ment employ are themselves of the people, 
and it is not iathe -commanding officer's 
power, or mind, te prevent them from exer- 
cising individual rights Which are cammon 
toall, by making claims upon lands subject 
to squatter occupancy, though so far as T- 
can learn, very few ofthem have done so,”? 

Thus it seems that Major Ogden loses 
sight of the fact, that he ts paid by the Goy- 
ernment of the United States, and stationed 
on the frontier for the purpose of aiding the 
President in earrying ont, in good faith our 
Indnatrenties, and preventing, ifneed be 
any unlawfal oceupaney of publiclands, and 
instead, thereof himself hecomes a squatter 
sovereignty in direct conflict with the laws 
of his conntry and in open violation of the 
rights of the Indian. 

These facts were communicated to the 
Secretary of the Toterior by the Commis 
stoner of Indian Affiirs, Col, Manypenny, 
while he owas ona visit last’ summer to 
Kansas, and stated tobe facts within his 
own personal knowledge, and, recommend- 
vd that the officers concerned sshould be 
immediately cashiered and_ dismissed from 
the Service : 

This communication and racommendatinn 
were forwarded to the War Department for 
action — Secretary Davis however, answered 
that he would call upon the officera at. Fort 
Leavenworth for a full ‘statement of all the 
feta. This Col, Mannypenny ‘considered 
disrespectful, aa the fucts stated were upon 
his own personal knowledge, but the Secre- 
tary of War was determined to screen the 
army, even atthe expense of the veracity 
ofthe Interior Departments here.
